Mr. Brendel was one of the most 


wonderful men physically who ever 
lived in Zanesville. 
He was vigorous 


and active, despite his great age, and 
friends thought that be would live 
to be a century because of his unus- 
ual health. 


Mr. Brendel was prominent in poli- 


tics in his younger years, and was 
councilman from the old Third ward 
for two terms, representing the Re- 
publican party. He took a keen in- 
terest in public institutions, and as 
councilman was 
enabled to accom- 


plish considerable work, all to his 
credit. 
He was most courageous as 


was proven during the smallpox epi- 
demic in 3884. when he and Father 
Epping frequently got up in the mid 
die 
of the 
night to 
bury victims. 


While not immune, Mr. Brendel never 
shirked, and it is a curious fact that 
he never took the disease. Until his 
death he was highly interested in all 
affairs, both civic and private. 
He 


was an active member of 
the old 


board of trade and did much in help- 
ing to bring new industries to Zanes- 
ville. He was a member of. the Odd 
Fellows and Druids. In Charles Bren- 
del Zanesiille los-es one of her most 
representative citizens, and tbe «-ntirc 
community will keenly feel his ab- 
sence.

It would afford 


the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations an opportunity to sidetrack 
the Sulzer resolution passed by the 
house, which Russia regards as 
of- 


fensive, and would make It easier 
for the senate committee to report 
favorably 
a 
diplomatic 
resolution 


which would accomplish the termina- 
tion of the treaty and save the feel- 
Ings of the St. Petersburg govern- 
ment. 


Urged Special Message. 


Other members of the foreign rela- 


tions committee have been advising 
the president to send a message to 
congress toclav, merely recommend- 
ing the termination of the 
treaty, 


and waiting for authorization by con- 
gress before actually notifying Rus- 
sia of the Intention of this govern- 
ment to cancel the comentiois. 


Othets of Mr. Taft's advisers hare 


counseled him not to send any com- 
munication to congress at present, 
but to await the passage of a suit- 
able resolution at least by the sen- 
ate. 


All of these proposed course's take 


it for granted that the termination of 
the treaty will Jjc authorized by the 
senate today or tomorrow. There is 
no lonper any doubt that the treaty 


1 be denounced. In fact, a mem- 


ber of the senate committee on- for- 
eign relations has in his possession 
a resolution of this character having 
the backing of the administration, 
which will be presented at 
today's 


meeting of the senate. It will be of- 
fered probably as a substitute for 
the offensive Sulzer resolution, and 
\\ill proude merely for the termina- 
tion of the tteaty with Russia with- 
out going into reasons In a way that 
would uunccessaiily offend the czar's 
government. 


Calls Cabinet Together. 


It was after receiving all this con- 


flicting advice that Mr. Taft assem- 
bled the members of his cabinet at 
the White House. Thoso who attend- 
ed the meeting wore Secretary of 
State Knox.

Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor Nagel. Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson.

Others of Mr. Taft's advisers bare 


counseled him not to send any com- 
munication to congress at present, 
but to await the passage o£ a suit- 
able resolution at least by the sen- 
ate. 


All of these proposed courses take 


it for granted that the termination of 
the treaty will bc authorized by the 
senate today or tomorrow. There is 
no longer any doubt that the treaty 


11 be denounced. 
In fact, a mem- 


ber of the senate committee on- for- 
eign relations has in his possession 
a resolution of this character having 
the backing of 
the administration, 


which will be presented at today's 
meeting of the senate. It will be of- 
fered probably as a substitute for 
the offensive Stilzer resolution, and 
will provide merely for the termina- 
tion of the treaty with Russia with- 
out going into reasons in a way that 
would unnecessarily offend the czar's 
government. 


Calls Cabinet Together. 


H was after receiving all this con- 


flicting advice that Mr. Taft assem- 
bled tiie members of his cabinet at 
the White House.
